GENEVA (AP) - Western 
diplomats a1 the Geneva test 
ban conference fear the Soviet 
Union may be about to un­ 
leash a campaign of nuclear 
terror to intimidate the world * 
uncommitted nations. 
They said Monday’s meeting 
of the conference left little 
lope that the Kremlin will ac­ 
cept the last-minute proposal 
by the United States and Brit­ 
ain to ban all nuclear explo­ 
i t s in the atmosphere with­ 
out any special control ma­ 
chinery. 
U.S. 
delegate 
Charles 
C. 
Stelle and Sir Michael Wright 
of Britain gave Semyon K. 
Tsarapkin, their Soviet coun­ 
terpart at the conference, until 
next Saturday to reply to the 
western offer. The implication 
was that the 34-year-old confer­ 
ence 
would 
collapse unless 
Moscow showed some interest 
in the proposal. 
Tsarapkin’s initial reply in­ 
dicated a Soviet rejection. He 
read into the record the 6.000- 
word Soviet statement issued 
last Thursday explaining Mos­

They even had their own ver­ 
sion of a Peace Corps 
Dr. John F. Latimer, professor 
of classics and associate dean of 
faculties at George Washington 
University, said today a some­ 
what 
similar 
idea 
was 
first 
thought of five centuries before 
Christ. 
“And, my soul,” Latimer said, 
“it worked.” 
None of these old Greeks ever 
went to Harvard, but they decided, 
just as President Kennedy was to 
decide 
2.400 years 
later, 
that 
young men should perform an act 
of service for the public good. 
"PUBLIC SERVICE" 
Naturally, they had a word for 
it. 
They called this institution 
“Leitourgia,” which means a pub­ 
lic service, and a derivation of 
(his word is still with us in "litur­ 
gy,” a rite prescribed for public 
worship. 
The 
Greeks 
thought 
service 
should mean that the young men 
would contribute not only their 
time and talents but also their 
money. This limited Leitourgia to 
the wealthy. 
Nor did the Greeks have eager 
young ladies racing out to do their 
bit. With all their pioneer think­ 
ing—a misogynist might say pos­ 
sibly because of it — the Greeks 
had little room for women in their 
great plans 
TYPICAL EXAMPLES 
Nor were the jobs to be done 
exclusively for peace 
Indeed, one chore was the exact 
opposite. A wealthy young man 
could equip a ship for war. 
Or he could train competitors 
for the gymnasium contests. 
Or, if artistically inclined, he 
could fix up a chorus for musical 
competitions for the great public 
festivals. 
Or he could superintend the sa­ 
cred embassies to the four great 
national festivals, or to Delos and 
the other holy places, an opera­ 
tion, Latimer believes, that close­ 
ly parallels the spirit of the Peace 
Corps,
